HIS PURPOSE

od has a purpose concern- 
CE ing His saints, and that 

purpose He is able to 
carry out. He is the omnipotent God, 
and we are definitely told that “with 
God all things are possible. Jeremiah 
said “Every purpose of the Lord shall 
be performed” (51:29); while Isaiah 
wrote “The Lord of hosts hath pur- 
posed, and who shall disannul it?” 
(14:27). 
THE NATURE OF GOD’S PURPOSE 


What is the purpose of God con- 
cerning His saints? It is just this: it 
is that they shall be overcomers and 
that ultimately they shall stand di- 
vinely approved in His sight; it is 
that they shall live with an eye sin- 
gle to His glory with exceeding joy. 
In other words, it is that they be con- 
formed to the image of God’s Son! 

The standard is high, and it is im- 
possible for any one of us, apart 
from the grace of God and His divine 
power, ever to reach it. But the same 
Word that tells ls that “with God all 
things are possible,” tells us also that 
“all things are possible to him that 
believeth.” If we who are believers 
work in co-operation with Him “in 
whom also we have obtained an in- 
heritance, being predestined accord- 
ing to the purpose of Him who work- 
eth all things after the counsel of His 
own will” (Eph. 1:11), the necessary 
work will in due time be accomplish- 
ed and we shall merit the divine ap- 
proval. 


OUR PART IN THE PURPOSE 


The idea that God works apart 
from us in perfecting us is utterly 
false! Though it may be that we are 
not required to work in our own 
strength but in His, there are some 
things that positively we must do. 
We must purpose to be saved in order 
to be saved, and we must purpose to 
go on with God and be presented 
faultless before the presence of His 
glory if that ever is to be our exper- 
ience. Paul said: “Not as though I had 
already attained, either were already 
perfect: but I follow after, if that I 
may apprehend that for which also 
I am apprehended of Christ Jesus. 
Brethren, I count not myself to have 
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apprehended: but this one thing I do, 
...I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus” (Phil. 3:12-14). Cer- 
tainly these words do not indicate 
that Paul did nothing to perfect him- 
self but just left everything to the 
sovereign will of God! How in error 
was the woman with the unsaved 
husband who said: “I never do any- 
thing to get him saved. I do not even 
pray for him. He is in the hands of 
God; if he is to be saved he will be 
saved, and if he is to be lost, he will 
be lost. There is nothing I can do. 
So I just let him alone, and say no- 
thing and do nothing.” Undoubtedly 
many people in the world today are 
in sin, away from God, and under 
condemnation, and they will ulti- 
mately reach the destiny toward 
which they are hastening, for the 
tragic reason that God’s children — 
the Lord have mercy on us — just let 
them alone and say nothing and do 
nothing!

has been made, the Gospel has been 
preached, the invitation has been ex- 
tended, the herald has cried: “Come, 
for all things are now ready.”

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Evangel College Dedicated

The Missouri sky was still and blue 
on the morning of September 8th, 
1955. The sun assured us of its warm 
blessings as it glanced toward what 
had been the buildings of Fort Riley 
Hospital — buildings that once had 
sheltered war-broken and maimed 
humanity. 

This was the special day of Dedica- 
tion. Now these buildings bore the 
title “Evangel College,” no longer to 
“tend and shelter” but to “train and 
serve.” 

Three outdoor services on the lawn 
in front of the Administration Build- 
ing were planned for the day. The 
Convocation was at 10 A. M. with 
Reverend Charles W. H. Scott, Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors as 
speaker. The Honorable Dewey 
Short, Member of Congress, State of 
Missouri was the speaker for the 
“Order of the Inauguration of Klaude 
Kendrick as First President” at the 
afternoon service. The processional 
of this impressive service included 
representatives from 19 different col- 
leges, as well as our own Executive 
brethren. 


The evening Dedication Sermon 


was delivered by General Superin- 
tendent Ralph M. Riggs. He stressed 
that Evangel College was a liberal 
arts college dedicated to “lay young 
people.” 

Evangel College is a “series of 
miracles.” The General Council in 
1953 authorized its beginning. God 
sanctioned this move by causing the 
Government to give the Assemblies 


of God the 58 acres with 70 build- 

ings and landscaped yards, at 100% 

discount — A Million Dollar gift! 
Those present from Northern Cali- 


fornia included: Enoch Christoffer- 
son (mayor of Turlock) who par- 
ticipated in the processional, Rev. 
and Mrs. C. E. Curtright and son, 
Rev. and Mrs. Wm.

he words “I will go” are the 
key words in that wonder- 
ful story in Gen. 24. Abra- 


ham had conceived the plan of send- 
ing the servant to the Old Country 


to find a bride for Isaac. The ser- 
vant, Eliezer, had faithfully carried 
out his part of the plan. He had gone 
to the right. place and had spoken 
the right words, His job could not 
have been done with better efficiency 
and grace. And in the tents of Abra- 
ham the _ prospective bridegroom 
waited, prayed, watched the horizon, 
and momentarily expected the return 
of the servant. The Bible story, of 
course, is a beautiful picture of the 
great plan of Salvation conceived in 
the heart of God. At present the ser- 
vant, the Holy Spirit, is here on His 
divine errand of finding a bride. The 
Bridegroom is spending His time in 
the Heavenly Tabernacle, waiting, 
_ praying, looking forward to the re- 
turn of the Holy Spirit with the bride. 
The over-all success of the servant’s 
journey depended on the decision of 
Rebecca. Would she accept the idea 
of going to marry a man whom she 
had never seen? Would she rebel 
against the long, toilsome journey? 
Could she be persuaded to break 
home ties, leave parents and friends, 
and start a brand new life? NO-ONE 
ELSE COULD ANSWER FOR 
HER. A member of the family said, 
“Call the damsel and enquire at her 
mouth.” In the tense moments that 
followed, with the servant of Abra- 
ham standing by, the question was 
put to her, “Wilt thou go with this 
man?” and she said, “I WILL GO.” 
When a man or woman is asked 
by the Holy Spirit to leave the old 
pattern of life and to start a new life 
it is often a moment of tremendous 
tension and soul-searching; for, to be 
“born again” is as great a drama as 
to be born the first time. The decision 
to go on the journey took C. T. Studd 
from the English cricket fields to the 
Orient. The journey for Livingstone 
went through Africa’s steaming jun- 
gles. Daniel’s decision led through a 
lions den and a kings banquet hall. 
The decision to go led Paul from the 
road. to Damascus to the block of a 
Roman executioner, What is this com- 
pelling force that has led millions to 
make the journey? What is it about 
the over-all plan of God that causes 
men to take up the cross, reverse 
their order of life, and follow the 
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Holy Spirit into the future? 

First of all we must consider the 
servant, the Holy Spirit. With each 
one of our hearts He has used the 
utmost tact, courtesy, and earnestness 
in persuading us to make the journey 
to the tents of Isaac. He has faith- 
fully carried out His mission of tell- 
ing us about the Lord, and has not 
exalted Himself or sought any per- 
sonal praise. The passion of His 
heart has been to carry out the plan 
of the Father. And He has pledged 
to see us safely through the journey 
if we will go with Him. He is the 
“earnest of our inheritance,” the 
pledge that more awaits us at the 
journey’ end. 

Another reason for our decision to 
go is the enjoyment of the gifts and 
graces our Lord has sent us as tokens 
of His love, and we may enjoy these 
gifts while the journey is in progress. 
Isaac had sent Rebecca many beau- 
tful things to wear and much jewelry 
with which to adorn herself. Accep- 
ance of these indicated her response 
to his love. Even so, Jesus has in- 
structed the Holy Spirit to adorn the 
Bride with gifts, fruits, graces of 
character, and all that is needed to 
prepare her for the mighty events at 
the end of life’s journey. 

Finally, it is wise to remember that 
it is evening time. “And Isaac went 
out to meditate in the field at the 
eventide; and he lifted up his eyes, 
and saw, and, behold, the camels 
were coming.” The years of this dis- 
pensation are moving by very rapid- 
ly. Every sign about us indicates 
that we are approaching the juorney’s 
end and will suddenly be at the tents 
of our Heavenly Isaac. 

The decision to go with the Holy 
Spirit is a personal decision. No-one 
can make it for another. And no-one

COUNCIL 


Highlights of the 


GENERAL 


The 26th General Council, which 
met in Oklahoma City September 
1-6, was by far the biggest in the his- 
tory of the Assemblies of God. In the 
opinion of many of the delegates, it 
was also the ‘best. There were 2,319 
ordained ministers, 587 delegates, 
2.320 visitors registered, making a 
total of 5,226. Thousands of others 
attended the meetings but did not 
register. 

Some of the more significant events 
that transpired at this great General 
Council were as follows: 

THURSDAY NIGHT: The con- 
vention opened with a great Youth 
Rally which packed out the auditor- 
ium seating 6,500 and filled a small- 
er auditorium with the overflow 
crowd. The speaker was Paul Paino, 
pastor at Fort Wayne, Indiana, and 

he brought a stirring and challenging 
- message. The official report noted, 
incidentally, that Sister Dick Fulmer, 
formerly of this District, was the 
pianist for the occasion. 

FRIDAY MORNING: The business 
session was preceded by a great early 
morning prayer meeting, a rousing 
Pentecostal song service and a time 
of congregational prayer. Greetings 
were brought by representatives of 
Canadian and Australian Assembly 
of God groups and also by the mayor 
of Oklahoma City. Our own Brother 
James Swanson, pastor at Hayward, 
was chairman of this meeting. Gen- 
eral Superintendent, Ralph M. Riggs, 
brought the message of the morning 
under the title of “Call to Conquest.” 

FRIDAY AFTERNOON: Various 
members of headquarters depart- 
ments were presented and a series of 
reports given for each of the depart- 
ments. Each person in attendance 
was given a printed copy of the re- 
ports, and a synopsis of them also 
appeared in the September 11th is- 
sue of the PENTECOSTAL EVAN- 
GEL. Brother E. S. Christoffersen of 
Turlock was asked to pronounce the 
benediction at this meeting. 

FRIDAY NIGHT: In the prelimin- 
ary of the evening service, a trans- 
cription was made of a REVIVAL- 
TIME broadcast for release on the 
following Sunday night. The speaker 
for the evening was Wiley T. Davis,

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pastor of Central Assembly in Macon, 
Georgia. Comments the official re- 
port: “Nearly everyone lingered after 
the service to seek the Lord and 
many were filled with the Holy 
Spirit.” 

SATURDAY MORNING: At the 
breakfast hour on Saturday many of 
the delegates met in groups repre- 
senting specialized interests for 
breakfast meetings. Then at 9 a. m. 
all of the groups came together for 
their joint meeting. After devotions, 
Brother Riggs took charge as chair- 
man and business proceeded. The 
first decision was as follows, “Except 
in case of ill health or infirmity, ex- 
horters should be expected to preach 
at least twelve times a year. Licensed 
ministers (with the exception of those 
in full-time Christian service) should 
preach at least twenty times a year. 
Ordained ministers (with the excep- 
tion of those in full-time Christian 
service) should preach at _ least 
twenty-five times a year.” 

SATURDAY AFTERNOON: The 
business session was devoted to a re- 
port of the Committee on Financial 
Appeals. As an outcome of this re- 
port, the delegates voted that licens- 
ed ministers should be required to 
contribute the sum of $1.50 per 
month and that ordained ministers 
should contribute the sum of $2.00 
per month. There was also a resolu- 
tion effecting some economy in the 
operation of the departments at head 
office. 

SATURDAY NIGHT: The pioneer 
pastors were featured in this service 
with all of the pioneers seated on the 
auditorium platform. Some pastors 
present had pioneered as many as 
twenty-eight Assembly of God 


churches. The speaker for the even- 
ing was Victor Trimmer, National 
Home Missions Secretary. The topic 
of his message was “The Pioneer of 
Life.” 

SUNDAY MORNING: There was 
a very precious devotional service 
with thousands in attendance. Our 
District Superintendent, W. T. Gas- 
ton, participated in the service, lead- 
ing in prayer on behalf of all of the 
ministers and believers who were 
present. The service closed with 
Communion, served by the General 
Presbyters. 


SUNDAY AFTERNOON: In a 
great Missionary Rally scores of mis- 
sionaries in native costume paraded 
to the platform and _ thrilled the 
hearts of the assembled congregation. 
The speaker was Lillian Thrasher, 
who gave her farewell message to the 
Assemblies of God. The W. E. Day 
offerings were reported to have been 
$33,000. 

SUNDAY NIGHT: Over 12,500 
people gathered at the Fair Grounds 
for the Sunday night evangelistic 
rally. This was said to be the largest 
religious gathering in the history of 
Oklahoma City and was certainly the 
largest in the history of the Assem- 
blies of God. Bert Webb directed the 
service and James Swanson was the 
song leader. The main sermon of the 
evening was by D. Leroy Sanders of 
Cincinnati. His subject was “The 
Continuing Miracle.” At the close of 
the service a goodly number accept- 
ed Christ as their Saviour. 

MONDAY MORNING: After a de- 
votional time, the election of officers 
proceeded, but no election was com- 
pleted before adjournment. 

MONDAY AFTERNOON: On the 
basis of the morning balloting it was 
announced that Brother Riggs had 
been re-electced to the office of Gen- 
era! Superintendent. There was a 
change in the Bylaws concerning 
missionary offerings, providing as 
follows, “World Méissios offerings 
should go 70% to Foreign Missions,

or ease or success or happiness or 
comfort; God has in mind conform- 
ity to the divine image. After all, we 
need to be fitted to associate with 
our Lord throughout eternity. 


SUFFERING CHRISTIANS 


All suffering is not punitive in its 
nature; though, of course, sometimes 
it is the result of our sin. Sometimes 
however, it is sent in order that we 
may be tested and found faithful, or 
in order that we may be deterred 
from doing something or going some- 
where outside of the will of God. 
Paul’s thorn in the flesh was of this 
nature. Though it caused him suffer- 
ing and humiliation, it enabled Paul 
to “glory in his infirmities that the 
power of Christ might rest upon him.” 
God saw that there was a danger of 
Paul’s being exalted above measure 
because of the abundance of revela- 
tions, and so He permitted Satan to 
give Paul the thorn in his flesh that 
he might be thus buffeted. It was 
for Paul’s good and for the good of 
the people to whom Paul had been 
called to minister. 

Who knows but that God, seeing 
the future and all that it holds in 
store, has not sent to us many of the 
experiences that we have regarded 
as unpleasant and wished we might 
have escaped in order to deter us 
from a course that He has seen would 
not be for our good and his glory? 

I heard someone tell recently about 
a boy who was coming out of a drive- 
way on his bicycle. The child was 
headed toward the middle of the 
street. Down the street a truck was 
coming at breakneck speed. The boy 
did not see the truck, and it appear- 
ed that he would surely be hit. A 
neighbor looking on gasped in hor- 
ror at what he thought was an im- 
pending tragedy. There was no time 
to give warning, Then, just at the 
crucial moment, the bicycle wheel 
hit a bit of sand and the lad fell. He 
got up scratched and bruised and 
quite disgusted at what had happen- 
ed. But if it had not been for this ac- 
cident, which was trivial in nature, 
he would doubtless have been ser- 
iously injured and possibly killed. 

We shall all understand someday 
what here in this world we cannot 
understand. All mysteries will some- 
day be cleared up. When we shall 
have reached the end of the way we 
shall doubtless see that all the un- 
pleasant experiences were a part of 
the divine plan for us. Working to- 
gether, they were designed by God 
to conform us unto the image of His 
Son that we might be fitted to enter 
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into the glory and enjoy the divine 
fellowship throughout eternity. 

Until that time shall come, we 
must walk by faith and not by sight. 
When we cannot understand, we 
must trust; when we are tried and 
tested, we must lean upon the strong 
arm that is able to uphold us accord- 
ing to the divine promise: “Fear thou 
not; for I am with thee: be not dis- 
mayed, for I am thy God: I will 
strengthen thee, yea, I will help thee; 
I will uphold thee with the right hand 
of My righteousness.” (Isa. 41:10).

TUESDAY MORNING: Brother 
Wilfred A. Brown was re-elected as 
General Treasurer and Noel Perkin 
as Foreign Missions Secretary, each 
by nearly unanimous secret vote. 
Four non-resident Executive Presby- 
ters were elected, including Dwight 
H. McLaughlin, to represent the 
northwest area, Charles W. H. Scott, 
to represent the northeast, A. A. Wil- 
son, to represent the southwest, and 
Howard S. Bush, to represent south- 
east. 

TUESDAY AFTERNOON: A new 
Bylaw was voted into force that pro- 
vided for a committee on education 
consisting of twenty members. This 
committee would oversee the govern- 
ment and work of the Educational 
Department of the Assemblies of God 
in all its divisions, A Code of Ethics 
governing relationships between 
evangelists and pastors was adopted.

A. J. Morrison tells of ... 


MISSIONARY WORK IN HAWAII 


awaii, the “Paradise of the 
Pacific” is truly the land 
of enchantment and a 


beautiful vacationland — to those 
who have the time and money to en- 
joy it. But those of us who have 
labored there know it to be far other 
than a vacation spot. The residents 
are of varied nationalities and spirit- 
ual needs, and they constantly de- 
mand the very best of Christian 
workers. The semi-tropical climate 
with its continual humidity has spell- 
ed illness and hardship for many a 
missionary worker. Equipment and 
materials rust and mildew rapidly, 
and the weeds grow quickly. Those 
who labor there find little time for 
rest or relaxation. 

But God has been good to us in 
Hawaii and our works have grown 
and thrived. Under the field super- 
intendency of Harold Headrick, we 
now have about 17 Hawaiian 
churches. Nine years ago there were 
only two! In 1950, Brother Noel Per- 
kin, of Springfield, came to Hawaii 
and he dedicated our Honolulu 
church as well as two others on an- 
other island. He called our first Ha- 
waiian convention and at that time 
set us in order as a Field District. 
Our District now operates the Aloha 
Bible Institute which last year en- 
rolled 75 students. 

Through the years, God has sent 
out many fine workers to Hawaii, and 
in many cases they have sacrificed 
freely to pioneer works and build fine 
churches. Congregations include: Ha- 
waiian, Chinese, Japanese, Korean, 
Philipino, Samoan, Puerto Rican, and 
_ various. nationalities of white people. 
Though English is the language used

in Hawaii, some of the churches have 
services in other languages because 
there are many who do not under- 
stand English well enough to be 
taught clearly. Since there are many 
heavy military establishments in Ha- 
waii, all the churches have service 
men coming and going at all times. 

The Congregational church of New 
England sent the first Christian mis- 
sionaries to the Islands in 1820. A 
great revival swept the land in suc- 
ceeding decades. There are records 
of wonderful miracles of healing 
fully 100 years ago. In later years, 
other churches gradually became es- 
tablished, including: Methodist, 
Christian, and Southern Baptist. At 
the same time, Seventh Day Advent- 
ists are strong, as are Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses who seek to undermine the 
faith of our new converts. The Mor- 
mons have been in Hawaii 105 years 
and have churches everywhere. At 
present they are building a three mil- 
lion dollar college a few miles out 
of Honolulu. 

The very first Assembly of God 
work in Hawaii was started near 
Hilo over 80 years ago by Sister Mina 
Fischer. Later, Bernice Strickland, 
(now Bernice Proctor) established a 
fine work in Hilo itself. During the 
war, Peter Funk of Montana took 
over the work and built a lovely new 
church in Hilo. It was to Hilo that 
Sister Morrison and I first went to 
relieve the Funks in 1946. 

In 1947, Brother Eldon Vincent 
went to Honolulu and pioneered a 
church in that city of nearly a quar- 
ter million people. A large building 
was eventually erected and the work 
has now grown into a well organized 
church with over 600 in Sunday 
school. This church houses Aloha 


Bible Institute which includes among 
its faculty: the Albert Kehrs, and 
Eva and Sadie Boom. 

Since 1949, Sister Morrison and I 
have been working to establish an 
assembly at Kailua, a community 
some 12 miles from Honolulu. We 
secured a lease on some _ property 
there owned by a Christian, Brother 
John Tavares, and began a Sunday 
school. On our first day the attend- 
ance was 19, but when we left it had 
grown to 164. Now, Brother Tavares 
has deeded this property to the For- 
eign Missions Department and has 
willed any other property to the As- 
sembly of God church at Kailua. 
With this arrangement provided we 
felt the Lord releasing us from the 
responsibility of the work there and 
we have returned to California, per- 
haps to pastor or to do evangelistic 
work. 

The work in Hawaii is a constant 
labor of patience and love. The peo- 
ple are burdened with all manner of 
family problems, sicknesses, _ trials 
and heartaches, and the missionary 
finds his schedule heavy as he at- 
tempts to minister to both spiritual 
and physical needs. And yet one has 
the conviction that his labors are not 
in vain in the Lord. How thrilling to 
know that when Jesus comes, there 
will be a great cloud of witnesses 
arise from those little Islands in mid- 
Pacific called Hawaii!

Mental Iliness — 

It has been estimated that around 
nine million people in the United 
States are suffering from emotional 
or other personality disorders. About 
a million and a half of these are re- 
garded as having serious mental ill- 
ness, and another million and a half 
as mentally deficient. For any one 
day, between three and four persons 
in every 1000 will be found under 
prolonged care in mental hospitals, 
or approximately 525,000. 


500,000 Teeter Near 
Alcoholism — 

William A. Scharfeenberg, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Com- 
mittee for the Prevention of Alcohol- 
ism said approximately 500,000 per- 
sons are on the verge of alcoholism 
in California. 

California has more alcoholics per 
capita than any other state, said 
Scharfeenberg, pointing out nearly 
800,000 of these are confirmed ad- 
dicts. 

Scharfeenberg attributed the cause 
to the easy accessibility of liquor in 
the state. 

California, he said, pays nearly 
$300,000,000 annually for law en- 
forcement and public health prob- 
lems connected with alcoholics. 

He added there “is no logical rea- 
son for taxpayers to assume the bur- 
den of caring for alcoholics when the 


problem is traceable to one industry.” | 


“In God We Trust” — 

Two atheists have recently gone to 
court to fight against the postage 
stamp which says “in God we trust.” 
The men mailed envelopes with an 
inscription declaring that “the U. S. 
government is not founded upon the 
Christian religion” and thus deliber- 
ately had themselves thrown in jail 
so that they could serve a suit upon 
Postmaster General Arthur Summer- 
field.
